From Frank's Cafe to 
John Boyega’s rising 
star, Living South 
Resident takes a look

A cross the land, Peckham is still 
synonymous with one of the 
nation’s best-loved sitcoms, 
but the vibrant south east 
London ’hood has come a long way 
since the days when Del Boy and his 
motley crew supped pints and spivved it 
up in the Nag’s Head. 

In the decades since the Trotters 
shacked up in the (fictional) Nelson 
Mandela house, 

Peckham has morphed 
from somewhere with 
a reputation for 
poverty, crime and 
high unemployment 
into hipster central - 
and the changes 
continue apace. 

For generations, it’s been one of the 
most ethnically diverse areas of the UK 
and, with its proximity to Camberwell 
College of Arts and Goldsmiths College, 
had more than its fair share of arty 
residents attracted by the relatively 
affordable period properties and easy 
access to central London. 

But the past few years have seen an 
influx of the kind of cool kids usually 
found in the East London enclaves of 


Shoreditch, Hoxton, Hackney and 
Dalston. They come to party the night 
away at the Bussey Building - built as 
a factory in the 19 th century and now 
hailed as south London’s answer to 
Manchester’s legendary Hacienda club 
- or chill out in Bellenden Road 
‘village’, the artisanal heart of Peckham 
with its independent shops, cafes and 
galleries. Having headed south for the 
nightlife, many have 
decided to stay put - 
and the migration 
looks set to continue. 

You could say it 
all began with the 
opening of Frank’s 
cafe on the top floor 
of the multi-storey car 
park above the Peckham Plex Cinema. 
One of the London’s original pop-up 
restaurants, it first appeared in 2008 
and is back for another summer stint 
from 19 May, attracting droves of cool 
punters from across the capital to the 
rooftop bar with great cocktails, food 
and breathtaking views across the 
city skyline. 

If Frank’s and the Bussey - which 
houses 60 small studio spaces, hosts

regular open-air cinema screenings and 
boasts a 5,000 square-foot rooftop with 
360 degree views of London - kicked 
things off, the arrival of the Overground 
station at Peckham Rye accelerated the 
pace of change. Part of the ‘Ginger Line’ 
extension from Surrey Quays to 
Clapham Junction, it made the area more 
accessible than ever by public transport, 
crucially to East End locations typically 
favoured by tech types and modern-day 
bohemians. 

Since the Overground connection 
opened late in 2012 Peckham Rye has 
evolved into a thriving community of 
independent start-ups. Award-winning 
restaurant Pedler, set up by Peckham 
residents Taskin Muzaffer and Tim 
Moore who also run local distillery Little 
Bird Gin, has even attracted acting 
luminaries such as Ben Whishaw and 
Josh Hartnett. 

‘We used to walk along this street 
on the way to the park, and think, “This 
is really nice,” because it has wide 


frontages that let in lots of daylight and 
you get glimpses of the green of the 
Rye,’ says Taskin. ‘I never really 
understood why it didn’t take off. 

And now, finally, everything seems 
to be joining together. 

‘There’s been an influx of new 
openings in Peckham Rye since we 
opened in December 2014. From John 
The Unicom to Mr Bao and now Bahn 
Bahn. It’s fantastic that Peckham is 
becoming one of the top dining spots in 
our foodie capital and we are excited to 
be part of that,’ says Taskin, who along 
with his business partner have a new site, 
Lucky Gin & The Beautiful Pizza Boy, 
about to launch on Queen’s Road. 

Food critic Jay Rayner, who lives 
nearby on the Heme Hill/Brixton 
borders, says there are so many new 
restaurants popping up that he could 
easily fill his weekly review column in 
The Guardian with local launches.

booming at the moment and really 
interesting things opening up.’ 

Those interesting things include 
acclaimed chef Sebby Holmes, formerly 
of the Smoking Goat in Soho, hosting 
occasional burger nights, but extend way 
beyond the thriving food scene. The 
team behind Pop Brixton, for example, 
is launching a new creative community 
on the floors of the multi-storey car park 
between the Peckham Plex Cinema and 


Frank’s Cafe. Plans are underway to 
transform the middle floors of the car 
park into Peckham Levels, a new home 
for the area’s thriving creative 
community. The development will 
comprise a gallery, performance and 
multi-purpose events space plus artists’ 
studios, maker workshops, shared 
workspaces and retail units, spread over 
20,000 square feet. 

Inspired by New York’s hugely 
successful High Line, a 1 km ‘linear park’ 
on top of the disused Rickett coal 
sidings, running alongside the existing 
Queens Road Peckham to Peckham Rye 
railway, is also in the pipeline. It will 
link up green areas including Holly 
Grove, Kirkwood Nature Reserve and a 
proposed new low-level walkway near 
the Bussey Building. 

Other exciting projects include the 
conversion of the former Peckham Road 
Fire Station into a new exhibition space 


by the South London Gallery - allowing 
the arts centre to expand its 
internationally acclaimed contemporary 
exhibitions and events programme - and 
the redevelopment of Library Square, 
where the prestigious Mountview 
Academy of Theatre Arts is due to 
relocate. It’s a fitting addition to a 
neighbourhood that spawned Hollywood 
star John Boyega (the Star Wars 
sensation began his thespian career at 
Theatre Peckham, a performing arts 
centre for young people on the comer of 
the 50 s estate where he grew up) and 
boasts official national treasure Olivia 
Coleman as a long-term resident. 

But with the changes - and the 
corresponding rise in property prices - 
comes the risk that locals will be driven 
out, destroying the very character that 
makes the area so attractive to its newer 
arrivals. As the suave Maitre d’ Fred 


Sirieux of Channel 4 ’s First Dates says: 

‘I bought in Peckham because it was 
cheap; now I can’t afford my own home.’ 

For its part, Southwark Council is 
taking steps to support local businesses. 
As the narrow, dimly-lit passageways 
that currently lead to Peckham Rye 
Station are transformed into a spacious 
public square, retail tenants currently 
situated in the units along Blenheim 
Grove - mainly Affo-Caribbean 
hairdressers and nail bars - will need to 
move out, but they’re set to move to a 
specially designed, palm-tree themed, 
beauty boulevard, Peckham Palms, due 
to open this summer. 

‘Visitors will have a new place to get 
a haircut, eat some food and hang out 
with friends and family,’ says Paul 
Smyth from Something and Sons. 

As Peckham’s most famous fictional 
son would say: ‘Cushty!’

The Camberwell comedian despairs at the Lambeth library 
situation, but praises the modern miracle of crowdfunding 


S o, 10 years ago the phrase ‘crowdfunding’ 
was unfamiliar, we hadn’t heard of 
Kickstarter and if you needed a pile of cash 
then you either went to the bank or your 
nearest and dearest. 

Fast-forward a decade and anything and 
everything can be crowdfunded via social media, 
although the arts (for whom the cuts have been most 
vicious) might seem to be the most needy. 

And it works. In 2013 over five billion dollars 
were generated globally. On a much tinier scale, 
my daughter had a play successfully 
crowdfunded last year and, as a 
result, is now a bona fide writer 
with reviews and award 
nominations under her belt. Without 
the financial help of a lot of people, 
she could still be struggling to get 
her career off the ground. 

My inbox is stuffed daily with 
requests to ‘chip in’ and help projects 
into lift-off mode: an indie film about 
trafficked Nepalese circus performers; 
a reversible swimwear range; a book 
about Soviet sanatoriums... 

How many of these projects 
crash and bum I have no idea, but I do know that 
a popular comedian friend of mine recently raised 
£100,000 to film six episodes of a sketch show, free 
of the restraints of any broadcasting company. 

Such is the power of techno philanthropy, and 
while I think it’s a brilliant and necessary thing, I’m 
not sure it’s always the right solution. 

Last month I found myself donating cash to save a 
child’s paddling pool in Ruskin Park (Lambeth Council 
was threatening to close it due to cash restraints). The 
public stepped in and raised the requisite £ 5 , 000 , but 
what about next year and the year after that? 


What has gone so wrong with a council’s budget 
that in an area where houses cost around the million- 
pound mark, they cannot afford a few inches of water 
for kids to splash about in? 

For some reason, Lambeth has also closed two local 
libraries - the Carnegie in Heme Hill and the Minet 
in Camberwell - both within walking distance of the 
Loughborough Junction estates. 

This is so profoundly depressing for anyone who 
thinks, as I do, that reading and swimming are the 
two bastions of a civilized society. I know you can’t 
swim in a paddling pool, but it’s an 
introduction to getting wet outside 
of a bath and therefore the first step 
to swimming. 

Meanwhile, over in Southwark, 
we have a brand new, gorgeously 
designed little library bang-slap 
opposite the vastly improved 
Camberwell Green children’s 
playground. 

I am clueless when it comes 
to answering the question about 
how council budgets should be 
spent, but I do know that investing 
in places for young and old to 
engage in their community is vital, so three cheers 
to Southwark and a big boo to Lambeth. 

On a more cheerful note, I have finished my 
50 -date solo tour of How to Be a Middle Aged 
Woman (Without Going Insane ), which has not 
been without drama. Honestly, I’ve never known 
a tour so plagued by viruses. First I got the fluey 
thing complete with the chest infection and then 
I got the Noro. I tell you, anyone who thinks that 
show business is glamorous has never gigged with 
a plastic washing up bowl strategically placed in 
the wings ‘just in case’!

NEW TRICKS 

Dulwich-based architect Melanie Williams shares her tips 
on adapting period properties for modern life 

Words TRISH LESSLIE 


Y ou love the spacious rooms 

and the high ceilings, but while 
period properties can offer 
generous proportions and 
a sense of character lacking in many 
a new-build, they can also leave a lot 
to be desired when it comes to the 
practicalities of 21st century living. 

Kitchens designed in another century 
can struggle to accommodate all the 
appliances we consider a necessity, the 
flow of rooms often doesn’t suit our less 
formal lifestyles and bathrooms are 
usually too cramped and/or too few to 
complement contemporary family life. 

All of the above were issues for the 
owners of a five-bedroom, one-bathroom 
Victorian Heme Hill house recently 
remodelled by Dulwich-based 
architecture and design practice Melanie 



Williams Interiors (MWI). A priority was 
upping the bathroom-to-bedroom ratio, 
which was achieved by installing a new 
guest WC on the ground floor, a more 
spacious family bathroom on the first 
floor and a large double shower room 
on the second floor, which is also home 
to the master bedroom. 

The owners, who have two young 
children, were also keen to establish 


a better a sense of flow on the ground 
floor, which MWI achieved by removing 
interior walls to allow for a clear view 
to the garden from the front door. ‘The 
property was stuck in a time warp,’ 
explains Melanie Williams, who trained 
at the Royal College of Art. ‘The owners 
wanted a fresh new look and to avoid 
any dark comers, so we used minimal¬ 
framed windows to open up the kitchen 
to the south-facing garden. The flush 
threshold [barely visible frameworks 
around windows and doors] was 
important for the sense of space flowing 
out and to make a safer, more child- 
friendly route to the garden.’ 

The kitchen fittings were inspired 
by Italian brands such as Boffi, but were 
created without the hefty price tag. 

‘Since it was bespoke built, we were able >

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In terms of recent trends, Melanie 
says she’s noticed clients are increasingly 
interested in bespoke joinery. ‘It offers 
the chance to create multifunctional 
spaces and furniture that can work really 
hard for you. It can also create a “wow” 
factor,’ she says. ‘Designing bespoke 
offers the chance to create something 
with unexpected features and finishes 
that can become a real talking point.’ 

‘I try to show clients ways of 
achieving what they want but with a 
unique, bespoke twist,’ she says. ‘Why 
not have a one-off, something that others 
can’t buy? It’s fun to explore interesting 
finishes, but that doesn’t mean you need 
to end up with an overly fussy design.’ 

Many of her clients are also opting 
for the kind of finishing touches you 
would expect to find in a boutique hotel, 
such as ambient lighting. The owners of 
the Heme Hill property, for example, 
opted for LED backlighting behind the 
headboard in the master bedroom. 

Melanie has also noticed how keen 
many are to reinstate original period 
features when buying homes where they 
have been stripped out. ‘Putting back a 
layer of decoration such as cornices into 
period properties doesn’t take away from 
a contemporary feel,’ she says. ‘New- 
build properties tend to be very well laid 
out and often include practical touches 
such as buggy storage in the hallways, 
but they can’t beat old houses for 
character,’ she says.

Paint kitchen units in a darker shade 
to contrast with bright spaces 


to choose whatever colour we wanted 
and opted for a darker shade (Farrow & 
Ball Green Smoke) to contrast with the 
rest of the bright space,’ says Melanie. 

What would 
originally have been 
the master bedroom, 
the largest room at the 
front of the house on 
the first floor, was 
transformed into a 
family room complete 
with a climbing wall 
for the kids - a feature that would have 
been inconceivable in the ‘children- 
should-be seen-but-not-heard’ days when 
the house was built. MWI also ensured

the designs included plenty 
of built-in storage. 

‘Having a young family 
of my own I’m all too 
aware that storage is key 
because of all the necessary 
paraphernalia that comes 
with having children,’ says 
Melanie. ‘I’m also aware of 
how important it is to 
design-in clever solutions 
that can help everyone live 
more harmoniously. Being 
overwhelmed by stuff can 
make a place feel less 
restful and a home should 
be a place of respite and 
where a family can relax.’ 

In the second floor 
master bedroom, the 
headboard, which has a 
practical secret shelf at the 
back, was designed to match the built-in 
wardrobes opposite. ‘The matching 
finishes balance the room,’ says Melanie. 
‘We wanted to use something with some 
texture - not 
upholstered or a 
timber veneer as is 
typical - so we chose 
an unexpected finish.’ 

That finish came 
from OSB (oriented 
strand board), an 
engineered lumber 
similar to plywood formed by 
compressing layers of wood strands. 
Painted in Farrow & Ball Railings, it has 
a tactile, textural look and finish.

Her scarves have been seen on Joanna 
Lumley and Lisa Snowden, and now 
Swin, as she’s known to friends, has 
launched her first interiors collection.

‘No. I want to live here forever,’ she 
says without missing a beat. ‘I like the 
sense of community and the fact that 
people talk to you. I just feel at home. 

It’s lovely and green and it’s got views.’ 

Claire certainly likes to do her bit for 
the area. She has long supported local 
restaurant Everest Inn’s fundraising 
efforts for the victims of the Nepal 
earthquake, donating her Kathmandu- 
print scarves for auctions. She also 
mentors business students at Greenwich 
University and often takes Dorothy, her 
1965 Morris Minor, to the monthly Park 
it in the Market vintage car event. 

What does the future hold for brand 
Swin? ‘I’d love to do a collaboration, 
maybe with Paul Smith. He uses a lot 
of colour and a lot of London icons.’

S low cooking is usually 

associated with autumnal stews 
and wintry braises. It’s comfort 
food and not really something 
you would associate with summer eating. 
There are however some slow cooked 
dishes that work perfectly in the warmer 
weather. Lamb shoulder, for example, 
can be cooked gently at 150 C for 4 hours 
and then pulled apart and served 
alongside herby couscous, with the 
roasting juices drizzled over the 
top. Pork belly can be cooked 
low and slow and then crisped 
up under a grill, carved and 
served with a summer slaw 
and some spicy tomato relish. 

One of the best cuts of 
meat to slow cook is beef 
brisket. It has layers of intensely 
flavoured fat running through it 
that melt as it cooks, enhancing the 
flavour and producing incredibly tender 
meat. Shredded and mixed with fresh 


green beans and Jersey Royals it makes 
a wonderfully satisfying summer salad. 
A sprinkling of finely diced shallots 
gives the dish a little extra texture and 
an intense oniony hit that heightens the 
other flavours. 

Such a simple dish needs a clean 
dressing. Mustard, oil and vinegar with 
a hint of garlic is all you need. To make 
the vinaigrette, put 2 tablespoons of 
tarragon vinegar, 6 tablespoons of light 
olive oil, 2 teaspoons of Dijon mustard, 

1 clove of garlic and a pinch of salt in 
a clean screw-topped jam jar. Shake 
vigorously and leave overnight to infuse.

• Serves: 4 

• Preparation time: 30 minutes 

• Cooking time: 2 hours 

600g salted beef brisket soaked 
overnight in cold water 

1 large onion, peeled & roughly 
chopped 

2 carrots, peeled & roughly chopped 
8 black peppercorns 

2 cloves of garlic 

2 bay leaves 

2 sprigs of thyme 

lOOg French beans, trimmed 

200g new potatoes, washed 

1 banana shallot, peeled & finely 

diced 

Tarragon vinaigrette 


1 Wash the salt beef and put in a pot with the 
onion, carrot, pepper, garlic, bay and thyme. 
Cover with cold water and bring to the boil. 

2 Skim the surface and then reduce the heat 
and simmer for 2 hours. The beef should be very 
tender. If it's not, give it another 30 minutes. 
Leave it to cool in the liquid. 

3 Place the new potatoes in a pot of cold, 
salted water. Bring to the boil and cook until 
tender. Drain, allow to cool a little and then cut 
into thick rounds. 

4 Cook the French beans in plenty of boiling 
salted water then drain. 

5 Remove the beef, carve into thick slices, then 
tear the slices into bite-sized pieces. 

6 Mix the beef, new potatoes, green beans and 
shallots in a bowl. Season to taste with salt and 
pepper and dress with the vinaigrette.

S omething extraordinary has 
emerged behind the 02 . On 
the banks of the Thames facing

After changing into my on-trend slate- 
grey fluffy robe and pool-friendly 
sandals in the spacious, sparklingly new 
changing room (plenty of lockers; Espa 
toiletries), I had a divinely deep tissue 
massage, administered by head therapist 
Hannah, who skilfully kneaded away 
muscular aches and pains as my body 
surrendered itself into the ridiculously 
comfortable couch. 



There are eight treatment rooms in all, 
some doubles, all minimally decorated in 
calming, soft tones.

Taking in art and a wondrous train journey, 
why Machu Picchu is merely the tip of the 
cultural iceberg in Peru

B efore I had the pleasure of 

visiting Peru, I must admit that 
the thought of travelling to 
South America conjured up 
thoughts of grubby gap-year backpackers 
trekking to Machu Picchu. With 
university a very distant memory, what I 
want from a holiday now is a very 
different story - but there is more to Peru 
than its famous historical Inca trail. 

We departed London Heathrow on a 
night TAM flight, which is part of Latin 
American airlines group, LATAM. We 
passed through Brazil’s Sao Paulo airport 
in transit before touching down in Lima, 
Peru’s cosmopolitan capital - and largest 
- city at 1 lam the following morning. 

After checking into our first hotel, 
Belmond Miraflores Park, we freshened 
up before grabbing a bite to eat - and a 
welcome drink, Peru’s national tipple 


Pisco Sour - at Tragaluz, the hotel’s 
contemporary restaurant by restaurateur 
Augusto Baertl. 

Peru has a thriving arts scene, both 
contemporary and traditional, and this 
can be seen in Lima’s 
array of art galleries. 

One of the most 
notable is Mate Museo 
Mario Testino - a non¬ 
profit gallery in the 
Barranco district that 
he ‘established to 
contribute to Peru 
through the cultivation and promotion of 
culture and heritage’. It also showcases 
some of the famous Peruvian fashion 
photographer’s most iconic photographs 
including portraits of Kate Moss and 
Princess Diana. 

We took a tour of Lima’s vibrant 


districts by bicycle - the roads are 
initially intimidating, but this is great 
way to see the architecture and artistic 
merit of the city. The sky in Lima is 
almost permanently grey, but rain is rare. 

To see blue skies, and 
a more historical side 
of Peru, head to 
Cusco. Just over an 
hour’s TAM flight and 
you touch down at an 
altitude of 3 , 310 m, 
with quite a view of 
the Andes mountains. 

We checked in at Belmond Palacio 
Nazarenas, a grand hotel set in a 
peaceful plaza behind Cusco’s main 
square. A former palace and convent, 
Palacio Nazarenas is historical and 
luxurious with all mod cons - including 
oxygen that is pumped into the rooms

through the air con to counteract any 
adverse effects of the altitude. There’s a 
gorgeous spa and Cusco’s only outdoor 
infinity-edge pool too. The drop in 
temperature from Lima to Cusco is 
noticeable, so pack sensibly. 

We spent a morning browsing Cusco’s 
colourful San Pedro Market before 
continuing the art theme, meeting Teo 
Chambi - the grandson of Martin 
Chambi, the Peruvian photographer who 
inspired Mario Testino. At Chambi’s 
studio (he is also a photographer) he 
shared his memories of his grandfather 
and proudly showed us photographs and 
negatives from the archives. Do explore 
Cusco on foot, the architecture and 
landscape here is fascinating. 

From Cusco, we boarded the 
Belmond Hiram Bingham (a vintage, 
luxury train complete with bar). A live 
band - and the pisco sours - combine to 
create a lively, party carriage, that is if 
you can tear your eyes away from the 
unbelievable scenery you are passing. 

The Hiram Bingham’s destination is 
Machu Picchu (so don’t get too carried 
away at the bar, you’ll want to preserve 
your energy for your arrival). 

The ancient Incan citadel is one of the 
seven wonders of the world and it truly 
is wondrous. Words fall short of 
describing the experience so I urge you 
to see it for yourself. Arrive early to see 
the sun rise and some truly magnificent 


sights - better still, stay at Belmond 
Sanctuary Lodge, the only hotel at the 
base of the citadel. 

After Cusco and Machu Picchu, we 
travelled by train (the Vistadome, with 
panoramic windows) to Ollantaytambo, 
where we transferred to Belmond Hotel 
Rio Sagrado. With a backdrop of The 
Sacred Valley and the Urubamba River, 
Hotel Rio Sagrado feels like a ranch - a 
resplendent one at that. My garden suite 
was light-filled, spacious and with a most 
luxurious marble bathroom. The spa here 
is also impressive and the view while 
you’re swimming in the outdoor pool is 
nothing short of spectacular. The food 
was consistently good during our tour of 
Belmond’s Peruvian properties, but a 
special mention must go to our final 
destination, where we experienced a 
traditional Inca-style barbecue called 
pachamanca. Hours before we sat down 
to sample the pachamanca, preparation 
began by digging a hole in the ground 
and filling it with hot stones. Once hot 
enough, the marinated meat and 
vegetables are placed on the stones, and 
the hole is filled with earth. Pachamanca 
means ‘earth pot’, and as we tuck into 
the food so lovingly prepared from the 
earth I question if a barbecue back home 
will ever taste as good again. After the 
pursuits of Machu Picchu - and the 
Hiram Bingham - Hotel Rio Segrado is 
the perfect Peruvian spot for some R&R.

Seeds of 
GROWTH 

Why Corelli College Co-operative Academy 
is a unique place to learn and work

F ollowing the Corelli College 

Co-operative Academy feature in the 
April 2016 edition of this magazine the 
Principal, Zara Tippey, would like to 
share more information surrounding the 
Academy's wider opportunities for students. 

This year has proved an exciting journey for 
the students and staff at the Academy. In a 
most recent venture the students from the 
Green Scene Club have become involved with 
an experiment using rocket seeds from the 
International Space Station (ISS). Whilst Tim 
Peake is on the ISS for his space mission, he has 
taken charge of more than a million seeds of 
rocket that have been held in microgravity. The 
salad seeds returned to Earth with astronaut 
Scott Kelly. Corelli College students are being 
asked to do scientific experiments on the seeds 
to find out whether six months in space has 
affected them. The experiments will feed into 
research that space agencies are carrying out 
to try to determine whether one day astronauts 
could grow their own food in space. 

Holistic education of young people is vital 
and the Principal has introduced a wide range 


of engaging opportunities and enrichment 
experiences. Since taking over the post in 
September 2014, she has secured Corelli 
College as a Basketball Academy and a 
Football Academy. The new sports facilities are 
now in use and students are benefitting from 
the new professional and high quality sports 
and dance spaces. 

Music continues to offer 
new activities including a 
blossoming Academy 
choir, which this month 
sees the students singing 
for the London Mayoral 
Elections Assembly. Music 
sits within a successful 
Creative Arts team with 
Drama and Visual Arts.

T he Elizabeth Line (formally 
known as Crossrail) is a hot 
topic of conversation again.

W ith the prices of flats and houses 
being so out of sync with wages, 
the property market would be 
dead if it wasn't for the unsung 
heroes of the UK property market - parents. 
While the rest of Europe has always been 
comparatively lukewarm about property 
ownership, the UK continues to firmly believe 
that getting on the property ladder is key 
once a young person is earning. 

Lending from parents to help their children 
get on the UK property ladder will amount to 
£5bn in 2016, according to data from Legal 
& General (L&G). L&G says it means the 
so-called Bank of Mum and Dad will help to 
finance 25% of all UK mortgage transactions 
this year - at an average amount of £17,500. If 
this lending prowess was combined into a 


formal business, it would be a top 10 UK 
mortgage lender, adds L&G. 

'In the old days, young people had to wait 
for their parents or grandparents to die before 
receiving their inheritance. These days, there is 
far more pressure on parents to make financial 
gifts early to help get their children on the 
property ladder,' says Sally, who has personal 
experience of the difficult choices parents can 
face as their children strive towards buying 
their first home. 

Her daughter Penny, 32, had been renting 
a flat with her boyfriend Paul for three years. 
While renting, they had been interested in 
buying a property in Brockley, but the prices 
had been well out of their reach. 

When Paul's grandmother died suddenly 
and left him £30,000, his immediate priority was 



to use this money as a deposit on a property. 
With personal savings of £20,000, he had his 
share of a deposit for the couple's first home. 
All he needed now was for Penny to chip in. 

'It put immense pressure on us as parents to 
find the money for Penny's side of the deposit,' 
says Sally. 'We had earmarked £30,000 for a 
loft conversion but we sacrificed our plans and 
gave the money to Penny. Under normal 
circumstances, we would have expected 
Penny to repay this debt, but because Paul 
inherited his money, we didn't feel it was fair to 
ask her to pay us back. We feel a little robbed, 
to be honest!' 

With property prices on the up, this trend 
seems set to gather pace. The Bank of Mum 
and Dad, it seems, is here to stay!
